Yokohama, Japan, October 21, 1899. 
Sib : I have the honor to forward herewith my regular report on 
infections diseases in Japan, for the period September 26 to October 
20, 1899. 

No cases of infectious disease of quarantinable nature are returned 
in the Government Gazette, other than the extensively and severely 
prevalent dysentery. The epidemic of this malady bids fair this year 
to exceed in magnitude any which has occurred for five years past. 
The sanitary officers are endeavoring to grapple with it, but so far 
with but little apparent success.
